At the April 16th Board 
meeting, it became clear why 
canceling a Board meeting 
because of Florida may not 
have been a good idea.

Because of this absence, a 
majority of the Board would 
not be in the Township to con- 
duct their regular scheduled 
meeting. Clerk Bowers pro- 
posed they have one meeting in 
April and, of course, the major- 


ity of the Board approved that 


change. This resulted in an 
agenda that eventually ran out 
of the alphabet when the 
Supervisor added more items at 
the time of the meeting. 

One of the items on the agen- 
da was a very important topic 
involving the South Huron 
Sewer Retention Basin project. 
This issue will have a large 
financial impact on the citizens 
of the Township and our cover- 
age of this important issue will 
be addressed in detail in anoth- 
er article. 

Also, the Clerk, late in the 
meeting and during her 
“Clerk’s Report’ brought up a 
serious issue of a residential 
building moratorium for our 
Township. This issue, trivial- 
ized by not being on the agen- 
da, will also be addressed in a 
separate article.

These two issues clearly 
overshadowed all of the other 
items on the agenda. However, 
in the interest of informing the 
citizens, we provide the follow- 
ing summary of several other 
agenda items. 

Benjamin Polak was honored 
by the Township Board for 
obtaining the rank of Eagle 
Scout. Fire Chief Russow in- 
troduced Mr. Polak to the 
Board and advised that Scout 
Polak had worked on a project 
for the fire department. Super- 
visor Mitchell presented him 
with a resolution recognizing 
his efforts. (See story below). 

In another matter, the Board 
approved an agreement with 
Wayne County to pave 500 feet 
of Mineral Springs Road. This 
project had been previously 
approved by the Board and is 
scheduled for completion later 
this year. Supervisor Mitchell 
said the process would begin as 
soon as the funds were avail- 
able. Wayne County will pay a 
portion of the costs. 

Clerk Bowers introduced the 
next item when she advised the 
current lease agreement for the 
police department copier was 
expiring. She advised she had 


secured two bids and recom- 
mended the Board accept the 
bid for the ALBIN 7022 Ko- 
nica at $174.50 per month for 
36 months. She informed the 
Board the lease was good for 
three years and had a one-dollar 
buy out. The Board approved 
the lease terms. 

Huron High Athletic Depart- 
ment requested the use of Laj- 
ko Park for their annual golf 
outing. They also requested a 
waiver of the fees which is cus- 
tomarily granted to non-profit 
organizations within the Town- 
ship. The request was granted. 

Police Chief Metzger pro- 
posed three items to the Board. 
The first item was a speed limit 
change for S. Huron Road west 
of Waltz Road. He recom- 
mended it be posted at 45 
M.P.H. State law allows un- 
posted dirt roads to have a 55 
speed limit The rest of S. 
Huron is 45 mph. He also pro- 
vided the Board with a memo 
that referred to the increased 
Swan Creek traffic. The Board 
approved submitting a resolu- 
tion to Wayne County for 
approval. 

His second item dealt with 
placing the dispatch officers on 


a 12-hour schedule. In prior 
Board action a 12-hour sched- 
ule was approved for the patrol 
officers. The chief indicated 
they would like to try this for 
one year. The Board approved 
this recommendation. 

The third item was formal- 
ization of the Ordinance 
Official job description and a 
“Procedures” document to 
clarify how the official would 
operate his office. The chief 
also recognized Dan Kirtland, 
Director of Planning and 
Zoning, for his contribution to 
the documents. The Board 
approved the documents. 

St. John’s School requested 
the use of the Krzyske Senior 
Center in case of emergency. 
The center is the only public 
building close enough to aid the 
school. They indicated they 
were in the process of imple- 
menting a crisis plan in case of 
a fire or a similar emergency. 

Trustee Adkins asked if the 
Senior Director had been 
informed of the request. The 
Clerk responded she would be 
informed after the Board’s deci- 
sion. The request was approved 
by the Board. 

The Huron Athletic Boosters 


made request for a Public 
Gathering Permit in order to 
hold a carnival on June 6th-8th 
of this year. The carnival is to 
be held at the Huron High 
School parking lot. The Board 
approved this permit. 

EDITOR’S NOTE: The 
Huron River Weekly encour- 
ages marking those dates on 
the calendar and supporting 
this worthwhile project. 

Trustee Adkins introduced 
two resolutions regarding the 
import of trash from outside 
the State of Michigan. The 
Weekly had previously report- 
ed on the Town Hall Meeting 
that was held by State Rep- 
resentative Law. At that meet- 
ing she mentioned two pend- 
ing bills that would address 
this issue. The first bill dealt 
with the import of bottles and 
cans that were subject to our 
deposit law. The second bill 
dealt with prohibiting the 
import of trash from areas that 
have less stringent rules then 
the State of Michigan. 

Trustee Adkins asked for 
the support of two resolu- 
tions in support of these 
laws. The Board approved 
both resolutions.

The Huron Township Fire 
Department would like to thank 
Benjamin Polak, and salute the 
hard work that you have done 
to achieve the rank of Eagle 
Scout. 

Ben approached the Huron 
Township Fire Department and 
asked what he could do that 
would make an impact on the 
community, and reach the 
largest amount of people. 
Information was exchanged 
and Ben decided to help with 
the “File of Life” program and 
the free smoke alarm program. 
The target group that Ben 
decided on was residents living 


in one of our manufactured 
housing .communities. This 
gave Ben the opportunity to tar- 
get over 800 homes. 

The “File of Life” gives 
EMS responders vital infor- 
mation quickly upon their 
arrival. This form is held in a 
magnetic holder that is placed 
in plain view that holds infor- 
mation such as medications, 
allergies, doctor, nearest rela- 
tive, etc. A smaller form of 
the “File of Life” can be car- 
ried in a wallet or purse that 
holds the same information. 

The other project that Ben 
addressed was the free smoke 


alarm program. Information 
was given out to the residents 
who filled out a form request- 
ing a free smoke alarm that 
was delivered for self-instal- 
lation or would be installed 
by the Fire Department if 
needed. Having a working 
smoke alarm in the home 
greatly increases the odds of 
the residents escaping in the 
event of a fire. Over 50 free 
smoke alarms now protect 
residents thanks to the work 
of Ben and his crew. 

Ben coordinated the pro- 
grams by setting up food, maps, 
signs, and radios. Along with

Flat Rock Public Library 
received some unusual contest 
entries during National Library 
Week.

One youngster started her list 
with the words most dreaded by 
librarians: “Sit and read new 
books.”
